In the excitement! of frantic 
headlines and breathless commen- 
tators roady to sacrifice-fact for 
publicity, the citizen may well lose 
sight of a very vital function of the 
United Nations. Caught in the cur- 
rent of arguments on whether or 
not the Atlantic Alliance sidesteps 
and harms the United Nations, 
the citizen may well become con- 
vinced that the organization was 
devised only for political pur- 
poses, that its life is now practi- 
cally worthless. He may too easily 
dissociate cause and effect. He 
may forget that war is the result 
of certain causes, and thus fail to 
realize that the United Nations 
js also trying to eliminate the 
causes before they become aggra- 
vated into international tension. 
U. N. Purposes — 

To Keep The Peace 

True enough, the causes of war 
cannot be scientifically labeled 
and card-indexed. We do not yet 
understand group impulses which 
threaten peace. Sometimes a lust 
for power may threaten war, 
sometimes the defense of what is 
called national prestige, or the 
emergence of a powerful national

Wage Increase Granted 
In Tree And Moth Dep'ts 


Men Advanced 11 Cents an Hour and Foreman 13 
Cents — Department Head Asks Selectmen for 
Increase In' Own Salary From $56 To $70 a Week 


An’ increase in the wages of em- 
ployees in the tree and moth 
departments were announced by 
G. R. Abbott, head of both depart- 
ments, when he appeared before 
the board of selectmen Monday 
night and requested an increase 
in. his own salary. 


Mr. Abbott, the selectmen 
reported, asked that his salary be 
increased from $56 a week, as 
voted by the town meeting in 
March, to $70 a week. 

At the same time he further 
stated that he had increased. the 
wages of his men 11 cents an hour 
and the wages of his foreman 13 
cents an hour. One foreman and 
three other men make up the 
entire personnel of both depart- 
ments. 

In making his announcement he 
stated that he had full authority 
to make the increases regardless 
of the opinion of the selectmen. 

He also advised the board, the 
report continued, that the increase 
would result in'the possibility of 
laying off men during part of the 
year. 

The board of selectmen, the 
report stated, is unanimous in the 
opinion that the action taken by 
the tree warden is ill-advised and 
contrary to the wishes of the town 
as expressed at the town meeting 
in March. 

The board advised Mr. Abbott 
that his request for an increase in 
his own salary would be taken 
under consideration. 

The ificreases granted by Mr. 
Abbott raises the pay of foreman 
from $1.13 to $1.26 an hour, and 
the men from $1.11 to $1.22 an 
hour. At the same time the hours 
of work were reduced from 45 to 
44 a week.

Gives Safety Rules 
For Bicycle Riders 


With the coming of fine spring 
days and the appearance of more 
and more bicycles on the streets 
already crowded with traffic, Po- 
lice Chief George A. Dane offers 
a word of caution to the young 
riders for their own safety.

Officer Lynch will also pay special 
attention to the school patrols 
that have been established for 
riders and the necessity of ob- 
serving directions given by patrol 
leaders. 

Chief Dane subscribes to the 
safety rules for bicycle riders re- 
cently announced by Rudolph F. 
King, registrar of motor vehicles. 

They are as follows: 

Observe all traffic regulations— 
red and green lights, one-way 
streets, stop signs. 

Keep to the right and ride in a 
straight line. Always ride in single 
file. 

Have white light on front and 
danger signal on rear for night 
riding. 

Have satisfactory signaling de- 
vice to warn of approach. 

Give pedestrians the right of 
way. 

Look out for cars pulling out 
into traffic. Keep sharp look-out 
for sudden opening of auto doors. 

Never hitch on other vehicles, 
“stunt” or race in traffic. 

Never carry other riders — 
carry no packages that obstruct 
vision or prevent proper control 
of cycle. 

Be sure your brakes are operat- 
ing efficiently and keep your bicy- 
cle in perfect running condition. 

Slow down at all street intersec- 
tions and look to right and left 
before crossing. 

Always use proper hand signals 
for turning and stopping. 

Don’t weave in or out of traffic 
or swerve from side to side.

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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS

ADMIT THE PUBLIC AND THE PRESS 

The townsfolk of Andover are a tolerant people and jit is 
surprising that they allow for the intolerance of the men who 
constitute the board of selectmen. Chairman Hardy and his 
two associates, Mr. Collins and Mr. White, have reiterated the 
policy of secrecy and exclusiveness of the past by a recent vote. 
The triumvirate which holds the reins of government has, by 
the vote ofits members to continue the “closed door’’ policy, 
assumed a rather arrogant stand by this dictatorial action. This 
high and mighty attitude makes thinking people wonder who 
are the servants, the three selectmen or the electorate. The 
selectmen might well go a step further and dub their meeting 
place ‘The Throne Room.’ The members condescend to sav 
that ‘‘Any citizen is welcome to discuss his individual problem 
or any town problem with the selectmen at any time.” The 
selectmen also condescend to ‘give the press the various min- 
utes of the selectmen’s meetings on Tuesday mornings.’ This 
is what is commonly known in newspoper circles as the “’hand- 
out."’ Those who do the handing out, set themselves up as more 
competent to determine news values than men of real news- 
paper experience. They decide what is best for the public to 
know, and what is best for them not to know. The sessions of 
both branches of the Congress of the United States are open 
to the public, and also the sessions of both branches of all state 
legislatures. The meetings of most town boards of selectmen 
and city councils, are open to all who wish to attend. Not so in 
Andover, however. It is apparent that the august trio of An- 
dover selectmen feel that the townsfolk are incapable of 
absorbing the doings of the board soundly and intelligently. It 
could be that they fear the townsfolk could not absorb the 
shock if they were to know just what does transpire at those 
meetings. Many statesmen have received their first inspira- 
tions by attendance at town meetings, city council, state legis- 
latures or congressional meetings. Why deny the youth of 
today, yes, the youth of Andover, the same opportunity of 
inspiration? The action of the selectmen of Andover is not 
democratic, and not in accdrdance with the real American way 
of life. It is selfish and autocratic. It also savors of dictatorship. 
What are the sacred secrets that the selectmen are guarding 
and protecting so vigilantly? The rights of the people, and of 
the press, should be restored, by opening up the meetings to 
the people who pay the bills, Then, and not until then, will An- 
dover enjoy the prestige to which she is rightfully entitled, that 
of a real and truly democratic community.

And Make Peace Possible 

But what we too often forget 
is that the United Nations charter 
was founded on the principle that 
peace rests upon economic and 
social stability. This does not 
mean that, given such internation- 
al stability, peace is automatical- 
ly assured. But the converse is 
almost certainly true. Without in- 
ternational stability in social and 
economic affairs, peace may be- 
come extremely elusive. And one 
way of looking at the United Na- 
tions is to regard the job of the 
security council as the keeping of 
the peace, and the job 8f the eco- 
nomic and social council to make 
‘he peace possible. : 
Special Agencies—Special Tasks 

The United Nations has various 
specialized agencies whose work 
is less glamorous, less evident 
than that of the security council, 
but none the less significant. The 
economic and social council coor- 
linates these into two main tasks 
hat are legacies of the war. One 
is the repatriation of displaced 
nersons and refugees and the re 
placement of capital goods devas 
‘ated during the war. The other 
ob is to tackle those tasks which 
no nation can handle alone. For 
instance, it is estimated that five 
out of ten of the world’s inhabi- 
tants are by modern standards un- 
dernourished. They are presum- 
ably relatively inefficient in their 
work, they are more subject to 
lisease, and probably discontented 
and ready to follow radical sug- 
gestions. Nations cannot settle 
this problem singly, since the pro- 
luction of sufficient food is grow- 
ing more complicated. The prob- 
‘em does not end with the mere 
fact of underfeeding, for that 
condition increasingly aggravates 
the others and widens the vicious 
circle.

\ World Problem 

Another problem is unemploy- 
ment, a great social evil. Perhaps 
of all social problems this is the 
most demoralizing, humiliating 
and politically dangerous. We 
have been spared that since the 
war, but Italy is a notable ex- 
ample of the complicating world 
factors that render a government 
unable to eliminate the evil.

One of the most important, if 
not. the most important, depart- 
ments under the governor and 
council is the so-called commis- 
sion on administration and fin- 
ance. This commission, reorgan- 
ized last year, is supervised by a 
commission made up of the com- 
missioner, appointed by the gov- 
ernor and approved by the coun- 
cil, the comptroller, the budget 
commissioner, and the state pur- 
chasing agent, all of whom are ap- 
pointed in like manner. Hach of 
the last three named are in charge 
of, respectively, the comptroller’s 
bureau, the budget bureau, and 
the purchasing bureau. 


Under the commission as a 
whole is the division of personnel 
whose director is appointed by the 
commissioner, with the approval 
of the governor and council. 


In addition to these bureaus, 
there is a farm coordinator and 
two administrative analysts who 
are directly under the deputy com- 
missioner, who is appointed by the 
commissioner with the approval of 
the commission and the governor 
and council. Z 

The functions of the commis- 
sioner of administration are many 
and varied and require the serv- 
ices of a man well versed in the 
field of state administration. He 
must have knowledge of business 
procedure aquired by law, he must 
“inquire into the business affair 
of the commonwealth and the laws 
governing them and consider the 
advisability of promoting economy 
and efficiency and avoiding useless 
labor and expense therein.’’ He 
must, moreover, and again by law, 
conduct studies of the operation 
of all state departments, divisions, 
commissions, boards, ‘and other 
state agencies, with a view to im- 
proving their organization, pro- 
cedures, and administrative prac- 
tice. In addition to all this, he 
must review and report on all pro- 
posed legislation affecting organ- 
izational structure within the 
framework of the commonwealth.

WHAT IS RIGHT 
Editor of the Townsman: 

Your report of my sermon of 
April 3 was extremely friendly. 
But your reporter shows a dis- 
position to make my text mean 
only what everybody has always 
understood was right. I had em- 
phasized the point that this text 
never would have got into the’ 
fifth chapter of Matthew if it had 
not meant to upset péople’s ideas 
as to what is right. 

So I said not only that in private 
life one must not stand up for his 
rights because of ‘‘the principle of 
the things.”’ since that is bound 
to take his attention off from his 
proper business, which is Chris- 
tian service, but also that we must 
not threaten Russia with a pros- 
pect of war or of a hostile attitude. 
We have enough to do in resisting 
Russia’s actual criminal agegeres- 
sions against her neighbors with- 
out threatening a war to keep her 
down. If we threaten, we provoke 
a hostile attitude in Russia, we 
give Russia a motive for increas- 
ing armament, and we strengthen 
the hold of the anti-American and 
anti-capitalist politicians on the 
government of Russia. Truman 
had the right idea when he wanted 
to encourage all commerce that 
would help the upbuilding of 
peaceful Russian life, even though 
some of the goods (locomotives for 
instance) could also help in the 
upbuilding of military power. If 
we follow a policy of weakening 
Russia, the effect of our policy is 
to keep Stalin and his crowd in 
control of Russia. 

So, too, I said that we have no 
right to publish a criminal for 
being wicked, nor to make the 
severity of the punishment de- 
pend on the badness of the crime;

Selective Service Rules 


Still Remain In Effect 

While he did not ascribe it to any 
widespread intent to violate the 
law, Col. Chester A. Furbish, state 
director of selective service for 
Massachusetts, declared today that 
the halt in inductions had appar- 
ently caused misunderstanding to 
exist in the minds of registrants 
relative to certain of their legal ob- 
ligations. He said the law is spe- 
cific in its requirement: that a 
registrant must immediately inform 
the local board when a change in 
his address has occurred. It is the 
continuing duty and responsibility 
of a registrant to keep the local 
board informed of his whereabouts. 
This obligation does not cease when 
the registrant becomes twenty-six 
years of age, even though such per- 
son may not be inducted into mili- 
tary service without his consent un- 
der the terms of the selective serv- 
ice act of 1948. 

In discussing the large number of 
student-tourists that are expected 
to visit Europe during the vacation 
period, Colonel Furbish emphasized 
the need for their informing the 
local board of such plans in order 
that a permit to depart from the 
United States might be issued to 
them by the local board. 

Col. Furbish, in addition, called 
attention to the fact that it is the 
legal duty of all male persons to 
register within five days following 
the attainment of their 18th birth- 
day. Such a person, although not 
liable for induction into military 
service until he becomes 19 years 
of age, must, upon attainment of 
his 18th birthday, present himself 
to a local board for the performance 


of his registration duty. He may 
register at the local board office 
most convenient to him, but must 
be sure to give as his address the 
place he considers to be home in 
order that the registration card will 
be transferred to the local board 
serving that jurisdiction.

Makes Urgent Appeal 


For Easter Seal Funds 


With but three days remaining 
before the close of the annual 
Haster seal sale, Charles Wilson, 
administrative director of the Bay 
State Sociéty for the Crippled and 
Handicapped, issed an tirgent ap- 
peal to all who have failed to re- 
spond, to send their checks at 
once, so the drive may not fail. 


“The minimum requirement to 
assure a continuation of Vital 
services for crippled children and 
other handicapped citizens of this 
state,’ he said, ‘is $275,000 and 
unless there is a marked increase 
in the number of contributions 
during the few remaining days, we 
will fall short of our goal. If that 
happens, there is danger that the 
Bay State society may have to say 
to worthy applicants for aid, 
"We're terribly sorry, but there are 
are no longer sufficient funds to 
provide the help that you need.” 

The Bay State society, now in its 
fifth year, was organized to fill the 
unmet needs of the handicapped 
without gegard to race, color or 
creed.
